Since the 
assassination (June 19, 1867), she has lived in 
Austria, Germany or Belgium, but always 
was convinced that her hasband needed help 
to fight the Mexican rebels.

STATE AID FOR BANK. 


INDIAN GOVERNMENT 
CENSURED. 
SIMLA, Wednesday, 

The motion of Sir P. S. Sivaswami Ayyer 
censuring the Government's action in guar- 
anteeing the Imperial Bank against loss in 
‘connection with payments made by it in re- 
lation to the Reliance Bank of Simla, which 
‘was carried in the Legislative Assembly to- 
day, was made partly on the ground that the 
Government of India had no right to risk the 
taxpayers’ money in this manner and to assist 
the bank if it refused aid to commercial com- 

nies. 
Captain Sassoon supported the motion, 
warmly complaining that no Indian auditor 
was allowed to be associated with the liquida- 


Government's action on the ground that it is 
the duty of the Government to prevent pos- 
sible financial panic. He seid that the action 
had resulted in the successful floating of a 
loan in Lendon, whereby it was reckoned that 
the Indian taxpayer had been saved a crore 
of rupees. He strongly refuted the unworthy 
insinuations that the Government had been 
actuated by the fact. that ita officials were 
creditors and depositors, or that it was in- 
fluenced by any desire to shield British wrong- 
doers.. The Government would do íts best to 
punish any who were proved ‘guilty of mis- 
conduct, and it had acted purely in Indian 
interests. 

The Finance Minister's speech gained seve- 
ral supporters for the Government, bat the 
fact that he declined to express any fixed 
policy for future Government ‘action in 
troublous times or interfere with the present 
liquidators resulted in an adverse vote.—

unmitigated kind. In other words. the Bol- 
sheviks did not know exactly what form of 
Government they had got. ; 

The Government of Russia was known as 
the Government of the Soviets, but the 
Soviets played no part in Lenin's original 
scheme; in fact he was opposed to d 
‘Anti-militarism and the abolition.of he Army 
was the cry. nn which the Bolsheviks 
seized power, but now they were out-and-out 
mhitaristx. 

In 1917 they decreed the abolition of Capi- 
talism. Now thev. wanted to re-establish it. 
They also wanted % aboelish the Orthodox 
Church. They had their agents in charge of 
all the machinery of the Church, and thev 
even posed as the protectors of persecuted 
religious mirorities abroad. 

NO COMMUNISM. 

If there were any point in the programme 
of this Communist Government which one 
would 
munism, but though there were Communirts 
in Russia there wax no Communism. The 
Bolsheviks originally opposed the Soviets just 
as they opposed the Co-operatives. Church 
adinistration, and Trades Unions. but they 
ended by absorbing them all. while retaining 
their names. All the Co-operatives end Trades 
Unions in Russia were now controlled by the 
nominées of the Soviet Government. which 
sometimes spoke throngh them to the Co- 
operatives and Trades Unions of other coun- 
tries. From the Governmental point of view 
this was an extraordinarily convenient svstem. 

Dealing with the Soviet system of Govern- 
ment, the lecturer said that the AlJ-Russian 
Congress consisted of from 1,000 to 2.000 men. 
and for that reason alone could not be a 
practical Legislature. All laws originated 
entirely outside the Governmental machine, 
and in a bureau consisting of Lenin, Trotsky, 
Zinoviev, Stalin. and Rvkov. 

In Russia there were two parallel systems 
of Government—one the Soviet system, which 
was all camouflage. and the other the Com- 
munist Partv svstem. Such a state of things 
would only be possible where the great mass 
of the people was illiterate. Lenin had now 
disappeared from the scene, and would never 
return to it. "

FOUR COURTS FIGHTING 
RECALLED. 


The hearing of an appeal in the action of 
Whitmore v. Earl, in the Court of Appeal 
yesterday, recalled. the bombardment of the 
Four Courts, on the 28th of June, 1922. 

The trial of the action commenced on the 
date mentioned, at the King’s Inns, to which 
the business of the Law Courts had been 
transferred after the occupatian of the Four 

zurts. 

It was a Chancery action, and was heard 
by Mr. Justice Samuels, who was acting 
for Mr. Justice Powell. 

The adjournment of the original hearing 
took place before the direct evidence of one 
of the plaintiffs, Mr. Thomas Whitmore. of 
38 Lower Tinahask. Arklow. had ‘concluded. 

When the Court resumed. Mr. Justice 
Samuels referred to the fighting which was 
proceeding in the eity and announced that, 
having consulted with the Lord Chief Justice, 
he did not think it would be prudent to 
continue the hearing of the case.“ 

The trial was resumed at the King’s Inns 
on the 13th July, 1922. 

The principal defendants are sisters of the 
plaintiff, who claimed to have certain deeds 
set aside. 

Mr. Justice Samuels decided in favour of 
the plaintiff, and the case has now come 
before the Master of the Rolls. Lord Justice 
Ronan and Mr. Justice Pim. in the Court of 
Appeal, on an application by the defendants,

Yesterday. before the Lord Chief Justice, 
Mr. Connolly (instructed by Mr. P. F. Ver- 
rington) applied to have -remitted to the 
County Court Judge of Tipperary an action 
for slander brought. by Patrick Moore, who 
was employed as an assistant bv John Hearn, 
merchant, Main street, Carrick-on-Suir. 

Affid⸗ vit put in by plaintiff stated that on 
the 12th June last a tailor named Doherty 
went into Mr. Hearn’s public-house and asked 
for “a small whiskey”. and a bottle cf 
stout. He tendered 6d., which was aceepted, 
amd he said that hé would pay the balance 
during the day. He had previously got 
credit from Mr. Hearn and Mrs. Hearn, and 
that was why plaintiff also gave him credit. 
Mr. Hearn came in, and seeing only 64d. 
in the till, he called Moore a robber, 
and dismissed him without giving him a 
chatacter or reference, and this,. plaintiff sub- 
mitted, prevented him from gétting another 
engagement. 

n his answering affidavit, defendant con- 
tended that Moore offered no explanation as 
to why he had given drink on credit to 
Doherty, who frequented the shop. It was 
untrue to say that he had got drink on credit 
from defendant or Mrs. Hearn. On this oc- 
casion (12th June) Doherty took a a fork and 
pointed it towards defendant. Defendant then 
took up a thistle cutter. 

On Saturday, 23rd June, which’was market 
day in Carrick-on-Suir, Moore went into Mr. 
Hearn’s shop and asked Mr. Hearn what he 
had to say about him. Mr. Hearn believed 
that plaintiff thinking him to be a man of 
ungovernable temper, Moore believed that he 
would gay something to plaintiff which would 
ive him grounds for an action at law. He 
defendant) dismissed plaintiff because he was 
not satisfied with the way he was doing busi- 
ness for some years t, and because he 
thought that he was devoting more time to 
politics than he was to his business. He had 
shown plaintiff the utmost consideration be- 
cause he was a cousin of his. 

Miss Mary McGrath, a book-keeper em- 
ployed by Mr. Hearn, stated in her affidavit 
that Doherty told Mr. Hearn that he had paid 
for the drink, and then took up a fork to him. 

His Lordship—Do you say you did not call 
plaintiff a robber? 

Mr. Connolly—Yes: we deny that. 

Mr. Bacon (instructed by- Mr. T. F. Quirke), 
for the plaintiff, replied that defendant did 
call plaintiff a robber, and that he repeated 
the slander when he was handing him his 


cheque. 

His Lordship granted the order sought and 
remitted the action to the County Court 
Judge. 


DAMAGES FOR MOTOR 


ACCIDENT. 


Before Mr. Justice Samuels and a city 
common jury, the case Dixon v. Doherty, 
which was au action for damages for per- 
sonal injuries, was heard. 

The case for the plaintiff was that on the 
17th December, 1995 he was being driven 
from Dublin to Swords in a horse and trap 
owned and driven by John Purfield, of No. 45 
Rutland. street, Dublin, when the defendant 
negligently drove a motor car, which struck 
the trap and caused the plaintiff to be thrown 
out and injured. The plaintiff received a 
fracture of the collar bone and the left 
shoulder blade was injured. He was rendered 
unconscious, and was in hospital for four 
weeks from 17th December, 1922, and after 
that he attended the hospital for four months, 
during which time he was unable to attend 
to his work as a bricklayer.

EVIDENCE IN MILL 
ROBBERY CASE, 


In the Doblin Police Court yesterday, the 
tout men and three women charged in counec- 
tion with the robbery at Boland's Mill, Dublin, 
on June 4, were committed for trial at the 
next City Sessions, bail being refused. The 
accused are Dominic Hudson, Enfield, Co. 
Meath, National soldier; Jolin Meade, 15 
Eblena villas; James Meade, 13 Laland villas, 
Grand Canal street, National soldier; John 
Tighe, 31 Ring street, luchicore, National 
soldier; Mary Tighe, 13 Eblana villas, 
married; Molly Redmond, no fixed residence, 
domestic servant, and Jennie Green, 2 Weir- 
view, Lucan. | 

Alter further evidence in regard to the 
robbery had been given by Mr. James Miley, 
cashier at the mill where the hold-up took 
place, the defendants, all of whom pleaded 
not guilty, elected to put in statements, in 
some of which remarkable allegations were 
made concerning the treatment accorded to the 
accused at Oriel House. 

Hudson, in his statement, said that after 
his arrest by Inspector Hughes and Superin- 
tendent O'Driscoll, of Oriel House, who told 
him that he was wanted on suspicion, he was 
brought to Oriel House and taken to the base- 
ment, Hughes told him to take off his cuat 
and tunic, atid said he would’ give him five 
minutes to tell him about Boland's robbery. 

“SHOT FROM A PARABELLUM.”’ 

O'Driscoll, according to the statement, fired 
a shot behind Hudson from a parabellum, and 
he told him that he would bring him to the 
Red Cow and shoot him, 

Hudson was brougt back to the front office 
for about an hour. The two men said they 
were going over to get a drink and that he 
would know what to expect when they came 
back. They returned and brought him down 
to the basement again. Having told Hudson 
4% take off his overcoat and tunic, they beat 
him for about an hour. Hughes told him that 
his name was not in the prisoners’ book, and 
that if he did not tell all he knew about the 
robbery his name would never go into the 
book, hut that he would be shot. 

Superintendent O'Driscoll, continued 
Hudson, then tried to choke me. I then lost 
my senses. He told me about three-quarters 
of an hour after that I would be taken out in 
the morning and shot.“ 

Hudson declared that he made no voluntary 
statement to the detectives. Any statement 
taken from him had been taken under duress. 

John Meade, in his statement, said that on 
June 15 the sergeant of the West Hartlepool 

olice called to the house where he was visit- 
ng some friends. Meade was out at the time. 
On hearing that the police were looking for 
him, the deponent, on his return, went to the 

lice station and said that he was John 
Meade. They said that the police in Dublin 
wanted him and that they would have to 
detaiu him. 

On June 17 deponent was handed over to 
Sergeant Killeen, who charged and cautioned 
him. Meade then made the following state- 
ment: I do not know anything about what 
I am charged with. I was not mixed up in 
anything. I am willing to go before anybody 
or any court to be tried.“ 

My voluntary statement, the accused 
said, ended there. 

TAKEN TO ORIEL HOUSE. 

Proceeding, the accused said that he was 
taken to Oriel House on June 20 by Inspector 
Hughes. He was brought to the front office, 
where his name was taken. From there he 
was removed te thé prisoners’ room and then 
to the basement. He denied the charge, and 
was beaten for about thirty minutes. He was 
then sent upstairs to get his dinner, to make 
him strong for another beating,’’ as Inspector 
Hughes said. Meade could not eat, and 
after an hour was taken down again, 
to go through the same thing. 
He. was told by Inspector Hughes 
and Superintendent O'Driscoll that if he did 
not answer the questions they would leave 
him so that he would nat be able to answer 
any more questions. 

“To save myself further punishment,” 
said the accused, I made up my mind to 
say anything.” He was taken upstairs, and 
answered “ Yes” and “No” to questions 
prescribed for him. 

Describing. the identification process, the 
accused said a man came in and was told 
to put his hand on anybody’s shoulder that 
he knew. The man said that he knew none 
of them. | Accused. concluded by declaring 
that anything he admitted at Oriel House 
was forced from him by threats. : 

“COMPLETE ALIBL.”’ 

James Meade said he could establish a 
complete alihi. At the time the robbery was 
supposed to have taken place he was in Bal- 
donnell Camp. He was there till-11.30 a.m. 
on June 4, when he left for Inchicore, where 
be arrived at 11.45 a.m., proceeding directly 
to his home. His brother, Bob, and his 
sister were there, and Bob handed him £9, 
tie aceused having previously given him a 
loan. | 

Having described his subsequent move- 
ments, accused said that he was in the house 
later when a knock came to the door. Some- 
oi e said—‘‘ Here are Oriel House detectives. 
Three men, including a man named Hudson, 
whom he had only seen once before, rushed 
down the stairs to the back of the house. 

The officers from Oriel House asked him 
soma questions, which he answered truth- 
fully. He was out on pass that day, and 
they examinéd his pass. He had then no 
suspicion that a robbery had taken place. 
The officers then left. 

On June 12 he was arrested at his home 
and charged as being the uniformed man con- 
cerned in the raid. He was threatened, and 
asked to tell all he knew. He was beaten 
around the face and body, and spent five days 
ia Oriel House. 

TIGHE’S STATEMENT. 

John Tighe stated that he was on duty at 
Kilmainham Prison on Sunday, June 3, when 
he was called out to have a drink, by Private 
Hudson, in ‘the publichouse opposite. He 
was fifteen minutes. there, and Hudson asked 
him for a loan of his revolver. He knew 
nothing about plans. concerning a hold-up. 
He inquired what Hudson wanted the re- 
volver for. and Hudson said something like 
‘fa stunt.“ Replying: to deponent’s ques- 
tion, What stunt? Hudson said Protec- 
tion. Tighe went back, got his revolver, 
and gave it to Hudson, who promised to re- 
turn it on the following day, which he did. 

Deponent was on duty all the next day, as 
witnesses could prove. He was arrested at 
8.30 a.m. at the prison, on June 13, by In- 
specto Hughes. He was in bed at the time. 
Hughes touched him and asked if he was 
tired. Deponent said Les, and Hughes 
continued Give me the keys of this kit 

I am from Oriel House. Dress, and 

i Looking at the revolver, 

the Inspector said it was very dirty. Tighe 

was p in a tender and taken to Oriel 
House. 

That afternoon at Oriel House. Inspector 
Hughes called him out, and said Come 
down here. Tighe followed him to the 
basement. He was rubbing his hands, and 
Hughes looked round, and said— Oh; he’s 
ready for it. Tighe, in answer to the In- 
spector’s question, said that he was in the 
publichouse with Meade arid Hudson on tae 
day prior to the hold-up. He could say no 


more.

ACCIDENT. 


In the King’s Bench Division, before the 
Lord Chief Justice, in the action of Hilda 
Kinsella, an infant, applying through Thomas i» 
Kinsella, her father and next friend, versug ” 
the City Life Assurance Company, Lid., íor” 
damages resulting from an accident, 

Mr. William G. Shannon (instructed by 
Messrs. Larkin and Co.) applied on behalf 
of the plaintiff for an order making a consent 
a rule of court. The action was brought to 
recover damages for alleged negligence in the 
control and management of a lift, as a result 
of which alleged negligence the plaintiff fell 
through a lift shaft and was seriously injured. 
The consent, counsel said, provided for the 
payment of £75 to the plaintiff. 

The Lord Chief Justice—Is not that com- 
pany in liquidation? 

Mr. Shannon—It is, my lord; and that is 
an unhappy circumstance in the case. Lhe 
consent was signed just before they went into 
liquidation. The sum of £75 is not very 
much, considering the injury this girl re- 
ceived; but I took it on myself to advise 
the plaintiff that she would not succeed in 
the action, inasmuch as it appeared that she 
had no right to be on the premises. She 
went to a place where she had no right to 
be. and she fell down through the lift shaft. 
She was not invited to be there by the 
defendants in any way. 

The Lord Chief Justice asked what the 
child’s age was i 

Mr. Shannon— As well as I recollect, she is 
about eight or nine years of age. 

The Lord Chief Justice—Does the consent 
provide for bringing the money into court? 

Mr. Shannon—Yes, £75. Of course, we will 
only get a dividend. 2 

The Lord Chief Justice—I am afraid so. 

The consent was received and made a rule 
of court. It provided that the defendants 
should Jodge in court to the separate credit 
of the minor the sum of £75, and that they 
should pay to the plaintiff's solicitors £8 8s. 
in full settlement of the plaintiff's costs of the 
action.
